Final update on the Bridgewater Township Records Preservation Project

We of the Rice County Genealogical Society were able to look back on our accomplishment with this 
project with a sense of pride and relief. Several of the Society’s members, along with volunteers who 
responded to a newspaper ad, worked together under the leadership of Bridgewater town clerk Janafee 
Cooper and township supervisor Bruce Morlan. Everyone who helped in any way with this project was 
and is totally and constantly praised and thanked by Janalee. but without Genealogical Society member 
Harriet Berg, we would not have made it. She located much of the directive we followed and she did a 
ton of typing. Once the physical work had beer, completed, there followed much discussion, consulting, 
and just being kept up to date on all that was being handled by Janalee and Bruce with getting all the 
material where it belonged. The earliest six books, totally transcribed, are now available to the 
genera! public by way of the Northfield History Collaborative.

Notes from Janalee Cooper, Bridgewater Town Clerk 

Shortly after the Bridgewater Township records were put on the Northfield History Collaborative web 
site and information regarding the project was put out in the Faribault Daily News and the Northfield 
News, broadcast over KYMN Radio and by e.mai! announcements, we had several inquiries and comments 
come in on the Bridgewater Township website, in fact, in the first 24 hours after the article hit the 
front page of the Faribault Daily News. Ariel Butler of the Northfield History Collaborative reported 
there were 30+ Hits on the “portal page” (the page that Has the “About, Collections, Contact” 
information in the Bridgewater Collection) and she reported that her blog post at the bottom of the 
Northfield History Collaborative website page of all the Collaborative partners had received over 130 
hits in the first few days. We also had a person who had seen the e.mai! on the Minnesota Genealogical 
Society website contact us about some Rice County cemetery information. While the Rice County 
Genealogical Society had done a cemetery inventory in 2003 which appeared in their newsletter, it had 
never been updated, so I referred them to the Northfield History Collaborative sits to search for 
information in the birth and death records which was available at the end of October. 

The Bridgewater Town Board will be establishing policy on how to handle inquiries from people and how 
new information should be added at the Collaborative website. We will also be sharing information 
about the Bridgewater Township Records Project with the Minnesota Association of Townships. 

A heartfelt thank you letter to the editor was placed in the local; newspapers by Glen Castor, Chair or t'ne 

Bridgewater Township Board of Supervisors, thanking aii of the volunteers who worked on the project. 
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Some background on the Bridgewater lownship Records Project 
by Dorothy Herkenrati, Secretary-Treasurer, Rice Co. Genealogical Society 

A bit of background about the Bridgewater Township Records Project. One of RCGS projects was to 
photograph township records for Forest Township so the originals could be preserved and copies used 
by the township and the public with additional copies to be placed In the archives at the Rice County 
Historical Society Museum and in the RCGS library in the Marston Headley Research Room in the 
Northfield Historical Society Museum. The original photos of the books were placed for safekeeping 
with the Northfield Historical Society. Harriet Berg, a member of RCGS. m 2 de an index of the records 
as well. Because the -board of Forest Township was amazed to see what their records contained and so 
pieased with having a copy to use to preserve the originals, RCGS was thinking of other similar 
projects, and then worked with Northfield. Cannon City and Bridgewater Townships with cataloging and 
indexing their records so those township boards and RCGS would know what records they actually have. 

Then in one of our meetings, Cheri Albers broached the group- with something she had been thinking 
about for some time. Her mother, Geraldine Reuvers, the long-time clerk of Bridgewater Township, 
had realized that some of the ink in the older records of the township was fading, so she had started a 
project of copying the worst of the records to preserve the information. When Cheri realized what her 
mother had been doing, she brought up the Idea that maybe taking over what her mother had started 
would be a good project for RCGS to undertake. After discussing the idea for a couple of meetings, it was 
decided this would be a good next project little knowing what it would entail. Cheri had discussed the 
possibility of our taking on the project with Janaiee Cooper, the now-c!erk of Bridgewater. As the 
group had already done an inventory which had been indexed by Harriet Berg, we agreed to meet with 
Janaiee who would oversee the project at the Bridgewater Town Hall on May 11, 2011. It was agreed 
that the oldest six volumes of records would be photocopied for RCGS to transcribe, with the photocopy 
of a page on the left and with the transcribed copy to be on the page to the right, these bobks being Book 
1-Town Clerk Records, Book A-Road Districts, Book 8-Roads, Book C-Road Orders, Book D-Town 
Meetings, and Book F-Town Records 2 nd Chattel Mortgages. 

Volunteers signing up from RCGS for transcribing and typing were Harriet Berg, Norma Gilbertson, Ed 
and : Arlene Williams. Responding to J 2 nalee’s advertisement in the Northfield News for volunteers 
were Linda Stabler, Doris Welke and BUI Becker. Cheri Albers enlisted Jessica Raines’ help, and RCGS 
members who signed on as decipherers with the group were Cheri Albers, Audrey DeMann and Darlene 
Pfahning, with Harriet Berg and janaiee Cooper also helping with deciphering when meeting at the 
Bridgewater Town Hall. It was Harriet who had' taken on the job of taking the transcribed materials and 
putting them on the computer. 

With the transcribing completed, Harriet Berg put together a list of proofreading recommendations for 
the proofreaders to follow. The group who signed on as proofreaders included Audrey DeMann, Cheri 
Albers, Darlene Pfahning, Kate Rathke, Bettyiou Ahlman, and Arlene and Ed Williams. With the first 
proofing and retyping done, the proofed material was returned for a second proofreading. When 
retyped. It was given a final proofing to make sure that nothing, not so much as a comma, a period or a 
capital letter, had been added to or deleted from what was recorded in the original books. 

These copied records were placed on-line for easy access -by the public. Janaiee worked with Barb 
Henwood (Northfleid Senior Center), Ariel Butler (Northfield Coilaborative), Alicia Rueter and Sue 
Garwood (Rice County Historical Society), and Bruce Morten (Bridgewater Town Board) on putting the 
records on-line with Shadene Berge on board as a “computer whiz” for the group. Many details had to 
be worked out with the town board as to the format. Index and what It should contain, dedicatory page, 
etc. Janaiee reported that 17 out of the 45 township books have been copied, scanned and put on-line at 
the Northfield Historical Collaborative, with the six oldest which have been transcribed included in the

Since then, a losg senes of dedicated township Clerks have crested records. filed paperwork and 
otherwise served as slstonses to the Tfownship* both In their official capacity as keepers of minutes and 
contracts, and in their capacity as cleric, filing other papers as they saw lit Over tens, these records 
were kept in various forms, indedisg original books* folders, hoses and bundles of loose papers. For 
fee most part these records were Inaccessible to the public, not because they are sensitive* but simply 
because they are filed or stores and not on display. These historical records contain a wealth of 
information about fee business of fee township and about fee people who made fee township what It is 
today. In fee 1989s, Geraldine Reavers, serving as Township Clerk (1986-2002)* set out to hand 
transcribe these township records. M 2010 the Township* in partnership wife the Sice County 
Genealogical Society* set out to continue feat work. From a total of 45 Township record books. 17 were 
selected to be scanned In fee first phase of fee project Offense 17 ,6 of fee oldest were selected to be 
transcribed into electronic jonn* by members of the Rice County Genealogical Society and .other 
volunteers from fee community. Wife fee help ot the Rice County Historical Society and the Northfield 
Historical Society* over fee next three years* these selected books were painstakingly converted to 
electronic form* first as scans, then as transcribed electronic copies. 

Many who helped wife this project are descendants of fee early settlers and residents of Bridgewater 
township. At the completion of this project In 2013* the original books were moved to fee 

museum in Faribault, the Sice County seat, while fee electronic versions were 
forwarded to the to be placed in their online collections. 

The ehsie&geg. The challenges were many. Many of fee books were fragile* having been stored for 
decades in boxes m fee Township Hail. In many cases* fee inks were faded* and special attention had to 
be paid to fee scanning, in others* fee layouts were irregular and not easily converted-to standard left- 
to-right electronic form. In addition* fee handwriting styles were unfamiliar* fee language often arcane. 

The rewards. While fee material seemed daunting, and sometimes quite mundane, at times gems were 
found among the pages. For example, when transcribed* fee contents Gf the page titled “To My 
Successor 55 revealed a dutiful Township Clerk offering counsel and guidance to his successor. 

To My Successor in Office 

Dear sir in. as muck as my term of Office has now expired and the duties ofmy office been 
performed. But with what correctness I leave you and others to judge, hoping that'you will 
make the allowance r for my inexperience, in ike performance of public duties which are 
sometimes somewhat intricate Ifound the papers of the town in rather a loose condition, 
but with a degree of performance l have succeeded in gating [sic] them in a more compact 
form I now most cheerfully submit the Books endpapers Mo your hands hope mg [sic] that 
your Clerkship may prove an acceptable passtime [sic]for you. And also hoping that in 
your eniercourse [sic] with the people of the town of Bridgewater, you may be able to give 
them good and wise coimsel both in public andprivate lifel have been a silent spectator 
and observer of the many cmeciors [sic] that are daily brat [sic] in contact with each 
other. And often observe actions pr&mied [sic] by some Evil Selfish motives. And at other 
times remarks are made through more hallow minded Simlessness as a lack of good seme.

Other interesting examples included a request for payment of a bounty on a wolf taken in the township* 
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Especially Interesting are the rosters of voters and election tally sheets from fee late 1800’s. Many time 
names were recognized sad interesting relationships revealed. All m fees© formerly insccssslble public 
records, now made accessible fei-ough fee combined efforts of so many volunteers. The Township is 
very grateful for the work done, and especially so to fee Township clerks who struggled so mightily to 
create and store these documents. Specific- acfeaGwledganest mast be gives to Geralidme Reavers, 
Clerk, who saw, long before It was fashionable, fee importance of electronic forms of iu&sssatioB 
storage. A similar acknowledgment is due J aaaie e Cooper, Oak, whose dedication to this project 
provided fee essential link between the Board and fee volunteers (and others)-in whom fee township 
placed Its trust and hopes for this project. The final products (visible In fee Sice County Historical 
museum archives ssd online through fee Morfefreld History Collaborative) are now available to all fee 
citizens through those efforts, and fee TowusMp Is most indebted to all whose efforts made this 
possible. i

Edwin Sumner Drake built toe wayside tavern as a singe step to accommodate those seeking a meat and todoino 
as well as a hostelry where toe horses couid be exchanged for a fresh team. The Drake home was by the lake and 
toe tavern built about 20 rads east and a bit south. When E. S. Drake moved to Shady Lane Farm (now referred 
to as E S. Drake Farm on toe National Register of Historic Places), his son Joseph Edwin Drake ran-toe tavern for 
four years and the post office for two. Part or fee spur to Dundas from, toe East Gannon City Road still can be seen 
in the woods on my brother John Chester’s farm. When I was young back in toe late 20’s, mv fatoeF said the spur 
exited the woods where toe stiie over toe fence separating our farm from toe Erossy farm to toe north.

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Restoring an abandoned cemetery 

by sue and tim lloyd 

This summer, after eight years of searching, Tim Lioyd found the gravestone of his great great 
great grandmother and grandfather in the Oid East Prairieviiie Cemetery located just a few miles 
east of Faribault on route 60. The story of Tim’s search for his grandfather is in itself a 
story. Margaret Keilv, whose hobby is genealogy, had been helping Tim and his wife Sue With 
research of their ancestors. To their surprise, a search of Ancestry.com records reveaied that 
Tim had a iong-iost ancestor, Isaac Barrick, a War of 1812 Veteran, who had moved to 
Minnesota (as far as we know, Tim’s only relative here) and was buried in East Prairieviile 
Cemetery—only sixteen miles from Tim’s Northfteld home. The story of finding isaac’s grave is 
only a part of much more important story—that of restoring the abandoned cemetery where 
Isaac and at least 50 others lie buried, their stones turned down and covered with dirt to 
presen/e them—and waiting some one hundred and fifty years for their resting place to be 
restored. 

An article in the Northfieid Independent Newspaper of May 1939 tells the story of the early 
pioneer village, Prairieviile, which has now all but disappeared. The early history of the village 
can be found in the Rice County History of 1882. The Village was located at the edge of the 
big woods on iand owned by Prof. Ide in i854. Mr. Adams, like most of the people of the village 
had come from the East; others from New England, New York State, Ohio, and Pennsylvania. 
They came as families and most were English speaking established Easterners looking for their 
fortunes in the West. The first house in the village was built by John Cosert and in the same 
year, William Spencer came with four yoke of oxen, cows and one horse and purchased twenty 
acres of hay from Mr. Cosert. Other settlers soon came and a town was laid out. In 1858 there 
were about 15 buildings. A schoolhouse had been built. Among the early settlers of Prairieviile 
the names of William Owens, W.B. Spencer, John Thompson, George Deforest, Isaac Hamlin, Alf 
Barrick, Charles Edward are all among the graves that were to be uncovered. 

For years the East “Old” Prairieviile cemetery had lain beneath a woods and weeds and briars, 
largely unknown to any except a few local residents. This cemetery whose first burial was in 
1857, was one of the earliest cemeteries in Rice County. Sometime in the early 1900’s it was 
abandoned and has lain largely untouched since. County officials had ignored requests from 
others in the 1 S90’s to restore the cemetery, but Tim’s search for the cemetery and ultimately 
the grave of his grandfather set off a series of actions that led to the restoration of the 
cemetery which in still in progress. 

Sue and Tim Lloyd and Margaret Kelley, having learned of the abandoned cemetery, began to 
pressure the county, the township and others to dear the dense woods that was Old Prairieviile 
Cemetery. Dallas Drake, whose ancestors are also buried there did his own clearing ten years 
before and placed a flag and stone that lead the Lloyds to the dense woods where early 
settlers had plotted 65 lots and formed a cemetery association in 1863. They had called the 
cemetery, Prairieviiie, named for the village located in Cannon City i ownship. 

With help from John Daiby and his vast research on Rice County cemeteries and Mr. Ole Stark, 
now deceased, but a longtime advocate for restoration of Prairieviiie Cemetery, the Lloyds and 
Kelly sought help to survey and clear the dense woods. On November 1S, 2007 they met with 
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members of the county administration. As a result of this meeting, the County obtained the 
Sentence to Serve Crew who worked diligently and skillfully for several weeks to clear the brush 
and, in the process, to expose several of the gravestones that were turned down but still 
intact. The county also surveyed the Cemetery. Mow the county let the Lloyds know that the 
rest of the work was theirs. Realizing that their work was oniy just beginning. Friends of Old 
Prairieville, a non profit 501.C.3, was established and volunteers and the Lloyds and Kelly began 
the work of restoring the cemetery. 

The real work began with the removal of hundreds of tree stumps and the “bobcatting” of the 
acre cemetery. Piece by piece, volunteers and Dan Holmbiad worked the soil, buried the weeds, 
and planted grass. Using charts found at the Rice County Historical Society, Lloyds and Kelly 
began the work of finding the stones of those buried there. Tim designed a long “prodder’ 
made of plastic and with the prodders, he and Keiiy began the search for those buried. When a 
stone was discovered, it was marked and later mounted by a professional gravesetter, Brad 
Daiby. Treatment of weeds, removal of rocks, control of wild Dayiillies, and mowing of grass as 
it was established became a routine over the next six years. The initial assumption that all 
gravestones would be small and easy to remove soon gave way as large deeply buried 
monuments were found. Having been buried so long, it was satisfying to find that most of the 
stones were quite legible and still beautiful with their interesting artwork and trim. Years passed 
and more stones were discovered each year. 

With the cemetery beginning to take shape and visitors wanting to view the work underway, it 
became obvious that an entrance to the cemetery was a priority. The work with the State and 
County Highway Department to obtain access from the State Highway, and the work of 
establishing a driveway to the cemetery was just one more step in the work of restoring the 
cemetery. In 2013, a fence around three sides of the cemetery was erected to protect the 
footprint of the cemetery in the years to come. 

And so we arrive again to the spring of 2013 when a group of volunteers working on planting 
grass around gravestones came across a buried stone—a beautiful lamb shape for a 4 month 
old who turned out to be the grandson of Isaac and Mary. Realizing it was most likely that 
Isaac and Mary’s grave must be somewhere near their grandson, digging in earnest began to 
finally locate their graves. On that July day Peggy Kelly finally found their stone, buried much 
deeper than the others we had found. No wonder it had eluded us for so long. 

About the same time we received word of a new cemetery map of the plots. While digitalizing 
oid maps, the County Recorder’s office found a map with names attached to many of the 65 

plots and predating the information that we had had up until that time. 

Now we will have more work to do to find the remaining graves. On the next two pages are the 
burials found to date. Graves of several early burials remain to be found and several new names 
appear on the recently discovered map. More information is available at oidprairievillecem.org

This compilation of data was obtained by Sue and Tim Lloyd 
and Margaret Kelly from the gravestones that were found 
buried in an abandoned cemetery located two miles east of 
Faribault on route 60. John and Jan Dalby and their 
cemetery data base was an invaluable help in establishing 
this list of burials. The Old Prairievilie Cemetery was 
established by the early settlers to Hast Prarieville in 
1860. The Cemetery association was established in 1863 
and the cemetery plotted in 65 plots. The cemetery 
contains the graves of many prominent members of the 
pioneer East Prarieville community. Thirty one of the 61 
persons whose graves have been located, died before 
1876—among them a Civil War and a War of 1812 
Veteran. The cemetery was abandoned in the 
1920’s-30’s—the reason for its abandonment is 

unknown. The last burial was in 1909
